BRUSSELS, Nov. 5. 
ARRIVED in Brussels today at 12:30 on the 
Berlin-Brussels-Lille express, a through train 
from Berlin to Lille, equipped with sleeping 
and restaurant cars; for, once one has a pass from 
the German General Staff, the journey from Ber- 
lin to Brussels is no more difficult or inconvenient 
than before the war.

Of course, the most difficult thing about a trip 
to Belgium is obtaining the necessary pass. Trav- 
elers from America are not permitted to enter 
Belgium from Holland and unless one is con- 
nected with the Belgian Relief Commission, it is 
necessary to go to Berlin to obtain the permis- 
sion. This takes a week at least—often two weeks 
—and most of the applications are refused. 

In my own case it required 10 days to get the 
pass. During this time I visited: the Foreign Of- 
fice several times and the General Staff offices 
twice a day for four days before I obtained the 
permit. I was told that the delay was due to 
the fact that my name had to be sent to the 


military authorities in Brussels and my visit ap- 


proved by them before the Berlin authorities 
could act, * 

The pass explicitly stated my reasons for visit- 
ing Belgium, what I was anxious to see, whom I 
wished to interview and my promise to return the 
pass to Berlin within ten days. 

I must say that the officers I met at the Gen- 


’ eral Staff in Berlin were most polite. Haupt- 


man Altvater, the Prussian Captain I came most 
in contact with, was graciousness itself. He gave 
me advice about trains, the interesting things to 
see and when he gave me the pass he shook my 
hand like an old friend and wished me a “Gute 


reise.” 


The sleeping car which I took at the Postdamer 
station was filled principally with officers. There 
was only one other civilian. However, the con- 
ductor was most attentive and early in the morn- 
ing, before the train reached Cologne, I was 
served with coffee and rolls—the first break- 
fest. A restaurant car was attached at Cologne 
and when the train reached Oachen (Aix la 
Chapelle) I entered it to have a real morning 


meal. 
Foreigners Treated Like Officers. 
N the door of the restaurant car was a 
sign reading “Nur fur officer personen”’ 
(for officers only), and I was on the point 
of turning back when a gray-coated officer who 
had followed me from my car informed me that 
the rule did not apply to foreigners. 

I accepted his word and was soon enjoying a 
very good breakfast. Thee were a dozen officers 
in the car, nearly every one of them wearing an 
fron cross. They paid surprisingly little attention 
to me and I remained in the car until the train 
reached Herbesthal, the first town on the Belgian 
frontier, where all the civilian passengers were 
examined. 

My three suitcases were carried into the sta- 
tion by a porter, and after their contents had been 
examined—it is forbidden to bring any newspa- 
pers, printed matter or letters into Belgium—lI 
presented my pass to an officer, who promptly an- 
nounced that he knew I was coming and that 
everything was O K. I was not surprised, and 
my American passport was stamped without even 
being opened. A pass from the General Staff is, 
of course, unquestioned. So in less than ten min- 
utes I was back in my compartment on the train. 

There were less than a score of second-class pas- 
sengers to be examined and no third-class. Con- 
sequently the delay was very brief—less than 
twenty minutes—and the train soon started on its 
trip across Belgium.

The reason for the German attack on 
Liege is apparent to anyone who makes this 
journey. It is the easiest way to enter Belgium 
from Germany and it is the main railway line 
to Paris. 

A few miles beyond Liege I caught my first 
glimpse of trenches. The conductor of the car 
was much amused at my interest in them, for he 
explained that they were merely practice trenches. 
While we were talking the train sped by rows 
of farms, and on many of them men and horses 
were plowing. There were numerous farmhouses 
in sight, and except for the inevitable sentry 
every half-mile or so it was difficult to realize that 
I was in “war-stricken” Belgium. 

The train did not stop at Termonde, where the 
Belgians made another stand after the fall of 
Liege. There were no traces of destruction visible 
there, at least so far as I could see. But when 
the train pulled into Louvain I saw the mute 
evidence of the destruction of Belgium of which 
I had read for more than a year. 

For several minutes before the train stopped at 
the station—or rather the remains of the sta- 
tion, for it, too, was partially destroyed—ruined 
houses were visible on both sides of the railway 
line—with roofs gone, the fire-swept walls stood 
out in the clear morning sunshine like a city 
after a great fire. 

When the train finally stopped at the stetion 
platform nothing but ruins were in sight. 
Louvain a “Horrible Example.”’ 

OR some unaccountable reason the train 
F stopped here for 10 minutes. As most of 
the officers took advantage of the delay 
to walk up and down the platform, I followed their 
example. As there was nothing to obstruct the 
view I got a very good glimpse of Lowen (for, of 
course, the Belgian name has been replaced by the 
German one) as it is today. 

In Brussels I was informed by an officer of 
the “presse centrule,”’ or press bureau, where of- 
ficial information is given out, that 936 buildings 
in Lowen had been destroyed because German 
officers and soldiers had been murdered in their 
sleep and brutally outraged by the inhabitants. 
There is no doubt that 963 buildings were de- 


‘stroyed, for block after block of Louvain’s busi- 


ness and residential district is in ruins today. 
One can see that with half an eye. 

In England and America it has been charged 
that the Germans in Loyvain fired on their own 
troops in the dark and they destroyed one-half 
of the city as a vent for their blind anger. Need- 
less to say, this is vigorously and emphatically 
denied by German officers. They claim the wom- 
en of Louvain were particularly treacherous and 
that dozens of their soldiers were stabbed by 
them. 

In justice to the Germans it is only fair to say 
that many Belgians admitted to me that unarmed 
German soldiers had been attacked by their wom- 
en folk. Still Louvain remains a “horrible ex- 
ample” of what a military commander can do. 

It is only a 40-minute run from Louvain to 
Brussels and almost before I could realize it | 
was climbing out of the train at the Gare du Nord. 
I found a porter without difficulty and was soon 
in the Palace Hotel in the square opposite the 
railway terminal. 

There was no further examination of baggage 
or request to produce my military pass or pass- 
ports. Once one succeeds in entering Belgium 
with the approval of the military authorities there 
is no further difficulty until one wants to leave. 
But that is another story.

Richard Harding Davis Finds Arras 


Bormbarded Daily by the Germans for a Year 


A City of Silence and Grotesque Ruin

N Northern France there are many buried 
| towns and villages. They are buried in their 
own cellars. Arras is still uninterred. She 
ig the corpse of a city that waits for burial, and 
day by day the German shells are trying to dig 
her grave. They were 
at it yesterday when we f{¢ 
visited Arras and this 
morning they will be 
hammering her again. 

Seven centuries be- 
fore this war Arras was 
famous for her tapes- 
tries, so famous that in 
England tapestries were 
called Arras. Now she 
has given her name to 
a battle, to different 
battles that began with 
the great bombardment 
of October a year ago 
and each day since then 
have continued. On one 
single day, June 26, the 
Germans threw into the 
city shells in all sizes 
from three to sixteen 
inches and to the num- 
ber of 10,000. That was 
about one for each 
house. This bombard- 
ment drove 2700 in- 
habitants into exile, of 
which 1200 have now 
returned. The army 
feeds them, and in re- 
sponse they have opened 
shops that the shells 
have not already opened, and supply the soldiers 
with tobacco, postcards, fruit and vegetables from 
the gardens not hidden under bricks and cement. 
In the deserted city these civilians form an in- 
conspicuous element. You can walk for. great 
distances and see none of them. When they do 
appear in the empty streets they are like ghosts. 
Every day the shells change one or two of them 
into real ghosts. But the others still stay on. 
With the dogs nosing among the fallen bricks 
and the pigeons on the ruins of the cathedral, 
they know no other home. 

As we entered Arras the silence fell like a sud- 
Cen change of temperature. It was actual and 
menacing. Every corner seemed to threaten an 
ambush. Our voices echoed so loudly that uncon- 
sciously we spoke in lower tones. The tap of the 
Captain’s walking stick resounded like the blow 
of a hammer. The emptiness and stillness was 
like that of a vast cemetery and the grass that 
has grown through the paving stones deadened 
the sound of our steps. This silence was broken 
only by the barking of the French 75s, in parts of 
the city hidden to us, the boom of the German 
guns in answer, and from overhead by the aero- 
planes. In the absolute stillness the whirl of 
their engines came to us with the steady vibra- 
ticns of a loom. : 

WALLS OF HOUSES SHOT AWAY, 
BUT FURNITURE REMAINING IN PLACE 


NDER our feet were shell holes that had 
U been recently filled and covered with 

with bricks and fresh earth. It was like 
walking on newly-made graves. On either side 
were cellars into which the houses had dumped 
themselves, or, still balancing above them, were 
walls prettily papered, hung with engravings, 
paintings, mirrors quite intact. These walls were 
roofless and defenseless against the rain and 
snow. Other houses were like those toy one built 
for children with the front open. They showed 
e bed with pillows, shelves supporting candles, 
books, a wash stand with basin and pitcher, a 
piano, a reading lamp. 

In one house four stories had been torn away, 
leaving only the attic sheltered by the peaked 
roof. To that height no one could climb, and 
exposed to view was the collection of trunks and 
boxes familiar to all attics. As a warning against 
rough handling, one of these, a woman's hat box, 
had been marked “fragile.”’ Secure and serene it 
smiled down 60 feet upon the mass of iron and 
bricks it had survived. 

In other streets it was the front that was in- 
tact, but when our Captain opened the street 
door we faced a gaping cellar. Nothing beside re- 
mained. Or else we stepped upon creaky floors 
that sagged, through rooms swept by the iron 
brooms into vast dust heaps. From these pro- 
truded wounded furniture; the leg of a table, the 
broken arm of a little chair, a headless statue. 
‘ From the debris was picked the many little heir- 
| jcoms,” souvenirs, possessions that make a home. 
Photographs with written inscriptions, postcards 
bearing good wishes, ornaments for the center 
tuble, ornaments for the person, images of the 
church, all crushed, broken and stained. Many 
shop windows: were still dressed invitingly as 
they were when the shell burst, but beyond the 
goods exposed for sale was only a deep hole. 

The pure deviltry of a shell no one can explain. 
Nor why it spares a looking glass and wrecks a 
wall that har been standing since the twelfth cen- 
tury. It loves a shining mark. To what is most 
beautiful it is most cruel. The Hotel de Ville, 
which was tounted among the most presentable in 
the North of France, that once rose in seven 
arches in the style of the renaissance, the shelis

marked for their own. And all the houses ap- 
proaching it from the German side they de- 
stroyed. Not even those who once lived in them 
could say where they stood. There is left only a 
mass of bricks, tiles and plaster. They suggest 
the homes of human beings as little as does a 
brickyard. 

We visited what had heen the headquarters of 
Gen. de Wignacourt. 
They were in the gar- 
den of a house that 
opened upon one of the 
principal thoroughfares 
and the floor level was 
12 feet under the level 
of the flower beds. To 
this subterranean office 
there are two en- 
trances, one through 
the cellar of the house, 
the other down steps 
from the garden. The 
steps were beams the 
size of a railroad tie. 
Had they not been 
whitewashed, they 
would look like the 
shaft leading to a coal 
pit. A soldier who was 
an artist in plaster had 
decorated the entrance 
to the shaft with an 
ornamental facade 
worthy of any public 
building. Here, secure 
from falling walls and 
explosive shells, the 
General, by telephone, 
directed his .attack. 
The plaee was as dry, 
as clean and as com- 
pact as the Admiral’s quarters on a ship of war. 
The syitchboard connected with batteries buried 
from sight in every part of the unburied city, 
and in an adjoining room a soldier cook was pre- 
paring a most appetizing luncheon. Above us 
was three yards. of cement, rafters and earth, 
and crowning them, grass and flowers. When 
the owner of the house returns he will find this 
addition to his residence an excellent refuge 
from burglars or creditors. 

Fersonally we were glad to escape into the open 
street. Between being hit by a shell and buried 
under 12 feet of cement, the choice was diffi- 
cult. 

We lunched in a charming house, where the 
table was spread in the front hall. The bed of 
ihe. officer temporarily occupying the house also 
wes spread in the hall and we were curious to 
know, but too proud to ask, why he limited him- 
self to such narrow quarters. Our Captain re- 
warded our reticence. He threw back the heavy 
curtain that concealed the rest of the house and 
showed us that the rest of the house had been 
deftly removed by a shell. The owner of the 
Louge had run away, but before he went, fearing 
the Germans might enter Arras and take h‘s 
money, he had withdrawn it and hidden it in the 
garden. The money amounted to $2500. He 
placed it in a lead box, soldered up the opening 
and buried the box under a tree. Then he went 
away and carelessly forgot which tree. During a 
lul! in the bombardment, he returned and until 2 
in the morning dug frantically for his buried 
treasure. The soldier who guarded the house told 
me the difference in the way the soldiers dig a 
trench and the way our absent host dug for his 
lost money was gre:tly marked. I found the 
leaden box cast aside in the dog kennel. It was 
the exact size of a suitcase. As none of us knows 
when he may not have to bury a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars hurriedly, it is a fact worth remem- 
bering. Any ordinary suitcase will do. The sol- 
dier and I examined the leacen box carefully. 
Ent the owner had not overlooked anything. 


WROUGHT IN CATHEDRAL 
BY THE HEAVY GERMAN SHELLS 


HEN we reached the ruins of the cathed- 
W ral we did not need darkness and fall- 
ing rain to further depress ts or to 
néke the scene more desolate. One lecking in all 
reverence would have been shocked. The wanton 
waste, the senseless brutality in such destruction 
would have moved a statue. Walls as thick as the 
ramparts of a fort had been blown fnto powdered 
chalk, there were great breaches in them through 
which you could drive an omnibus, in one place 
the stone roof and supporting arches had fallen, 
and upon the floor where for 200 years the people 
of Arras had knelt in prayer was a mighty bar- 
ricade of stone blocks, twisted candelabra, brok- 
en praying chairs, torn vestments, shattered 
giass. Exposed to the elements, the chapels were 
cpen to the sky. The rain fell on sacred emblems 
cf the holy family, the saints and apostles. Upon 
the altars the dust of the crushed walls lay inches 
deep. 

The destruction is too great for present repair. 
They can fill the excavations In the streets and 
board up the shattered show windows. But the 
cathedral is too vast, the destruction of it too 
nearly complete. The sacrilege must stand. Until 
the war is *ver, until Arras is free from shells, 
the ruins must remain uneared for and uncov- 
ercd. And the cathedral by those who once came 
to it for helo and guidance wi!'! be deserted. But 
not entirely deserted.

ness of horses, a large 
percentage of reservists to men with the colors, 
mobilization is a painfully slow process. One of 
the best known French critics, Gen. Maitrot, es- 
timated, just before the present war, that in 
Russia it would take two months to mobilize the 
imperial guard. Now Russian and American 
conditions are very similiar; our country is even 
more sparcely settled; but on the other hand, 
our railroad facilities are superior. 

To mobilize an army means to convert it from 
a peace to a war footing, to give it horse and 
mechanical mobility, to supply it with ammuni- 
tion, to fill the ranks to war strength, so as to 
get the maximum value from the staff of trained 
officers. This process is not difficult if the condi- 
tions are good. Assume, for instance, one prob- 
lem is to mobilize one regiment in New York City. 
We can quickly fill up the ranks (assuming we 
have a reserve system), get the men their out- 
fits, secure horses, wagons and ammunition. Two 
or three days might see the job through. But 
suppose it is not 1000 men in New York, but 
{,000,000 men distributed throughout the country 
-- how does the problem look? 


Mobilization Difficulties Beset U s. 


E will essume that this million are 
W regulars and not militia, and that to 
place them on a war footing means 

the calling up of not more than 30 per cent of 
the reservists and horses. If they were militia 
the problem would be multiplied at a rapid rate. 
Within the triangle, Chicago-Richmond-Boston 
(in a very rough sense), the difficulties of mobili- 
zation would be a great deal less than in the 
thinly peopled districts of the Southern, South- 
western and Western states. Through those 
states no one who has looked into the facts 
governing European mobilization can imagine 
that it would take less than six weeks, under fav- 
orable conditions, to carry out the process. To 
find, examine and distribute the 80,000 horses in- 
vclved would be a grave problem, infinitely com- 
plicated by the well-known fact that transporta-

A Striking Parallel in Russia. 
GAIN turning to Russia, we have an in- 
A teresting case to study. . Like in this 
country, mobilization and concentration 
presetited immense difficulties. On her western 
border, right on the edge of one of her few com- 
paratively dense and rich provinees, was a pos- 
sible enemy, with a highly developed military 
system. Germany could mobilize and concentrate 
in a relatively few days a large army that threat- 
ened the conquest of Poland long before Russia 
could get her armies in the field. And so, what 
was Russia compelled to do? Apart from forti- 
fication, she concentrated in peace time am army 
in Poland which was kept on a semi-war foot- 
ing; that was the army which was sent out to 
disaster in Mukdena in the spring of 1915. And 
this demonstrates what is the only valid approach 
tv our problems of mobilization and concentra 
tion. Like Russia, we have a country of great 
distances and widespread population. Like Rus- 
sia, we have a rich, highly developed area; and 
like Russia, we have possible enemies in a posi- 
tion to strike rapid blows at that area. Here, 
however, the comparison ceases. We have not, 
as Russia had, to provide for meeting an enor- 
mous national army, but only a heavy raid. And 
we need not, as she did, place an army of ade-

WHAT IS COURAGE? 

Rey. Dr. Williamson’s charge that President 
Wilson is “spineless” because he has not crushed 
Mexico and by force compelled the war-mad 
belligerents of Europe to respect American rights 
was aptly answered in the letter column of the 
Post-Dispatch with the quotation from Proverbs 
XVI, 32: 

He that is slow to anger is better than the 
mighty; and he that ruleth his spirit than he 
that taketh a city. 

Doubtless in the course of his career as a 
Christian minister Dr. Williamson has quoted 
this and similar passages from the Scriptures to 
illustrate true courage and strength. We who 
live under a Christian civilization have been 
taught that anger, resentment, violence, ready 
resort to might, are evidences of weakness in- 
stead of strength, of moral cowardice rather than 
courage. We have been taught that reason should 
prevail over passion and pride, and that every 
resource of reason should be exhausted before 
force as a last resort to defend vital rights shall 
be used. We distinguish between moral courage 
end mere physical courage, between moral 
strength and brute force. 

We admire the man who does right and in the 
calm consciousness of rectitude deals with wrong, 
anger, resentment, prejudice, hate, hostility, with 
patience, forbearance, reason. 

Would it have been a sign of courage on the 
part of President Wilson, with the great power 
of the American people behind him, to have shot 
up Vera Cruz, as Dr. Williamson suggests, and 
peremptorily and arbitrarily to have imposed our 
will on revolution-torn Mexico? Would it have 
been a sign of courage on the part of the Presi- 
dent, without exhausting the resources of diplom- 
acy, to have slapped war-mad Germany in the face 
for violating American rights? Would it have 
been a sign of courage, because our rights were 
violated and our interests injured by the war- 
crazed belligerents in the European vortex, to 
have resorted to bullying force, without exhaust- 
ing the resources of reason to bring them to a 
realization of their error? . 

We are not arguing for weakness or cowardly 
submission to injustice and wrong, for peace at 
any price, without regard to American rights 
and American lives. We believe the Government 
should oppose injustice and wrong to the end and 
should protect American rights and interests. 
But we believe that force should be the last des- 
perate resort when all other means have failed. 
Especially should the resort to force be slow in 
a maelstrom of violence. 

The greatest pressure on the President was to 
express and feed the anger of the American peo- 
ple over the wrongs that have been inflicted upon 
America. His easiest way was to lead the Jingo 
forces and to flatter the pride and vanity of the 
nation, to swashbuckle, swing the big stick, and 
thug igain the applause of the unthinking. It 
took courage to exercise patience, to appeal to 
reason and to stand for diplomatic methods until 
diplomacy was exhausted. 

The President exemplified courage, not .weak- 
ness, in resisting the tremendous influences 
brought to bear upon him to use force and assert 
the power rather than the peaceful just purposes 
of the nation. 

Having exercised patience, having appealed to 
reason, having exhausted diplomacy and now 
realizing that there is a limit to these things and 
that the nation must defend its rights and pro- 
tect its citizens, he has planned and is advocating 
reasonable measures of preparedness to put the 
country in a position to enforce right and justice 
whenever necessary. 

Men who find spinelessness in the President’s 
efforts to secure national rights and the interests 
of humanity by peaceful methods, in the face of 
denunciation for weakness and cowardice, see 
wrong. Men who find spinelessness in his rea- 
sonable plans for preparedness, in opposition to 
the vociferous demand for entrance into huge 
armament competition, reverse logic. Their judg: 
ment of human values and moral qualities is 
erroneous. 

MR. BARKER’S GROUCH. 

If St. Louis Democrats are pessimistic, as At- 
torney-General Barker says, it is because of the 
sins of omission and commission by the State ad- 
ministration. Their only ground for optimism is 
afforded by the national administration. The in- 
capacity, nepotism, blundering, clumsy leadership 
and ceaseless attempts of the several members of 
the State administration to perpetuate themselves 
in office by machine methods make a depressing 
burden for Mr. Barker’s party to carry. 3 

The Post-Dispatch, which Mr. Barker also de- 
nounced, has not earned the gratitude of the State 
administration. On the contrary, it has served the 
public by exposing the failings of the administra- 
tion and demanding better government. It has 
warned the Democratic party of the wrath to 
come, if present leadership is prblonged.

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HEROES OF DEEDS UNSUNG. 

The death of an aged bell-ringer who for 67 
years has rung the cathedral chimes at Sheffield, 
England, reminds us that most of the invisible 
functions are performed by anonymous heroes 
whose acquaintance we never make till they are 
dead and buried. But it is never too late to pay 
tribute to the worthy, dead or alive. 

When we stop to reflect, how much of the val- 
uable service done for us is done unseen by un- 
known hands; the time is kept, the clocks are set, 
the weather forcasted, the railway signals waved, 
tracks watched, and lights are tended on sea and 
land by unknown but faithful friends. Fires are 
fed, your very clothes are made and your food 
largely prepared by these same friendly strangers 
whom you have never laid eyes on. 

The bell-ringer of 57 years’ fidelity was the 
friend and servant of many, the thousands with- 
in hearing who timed or attuned their lives to 
his chimes; and his service was vastly greater 
than he realized, just as most humble men's de- 
votion to duty is more important than they con- 
ceive it to be.

LETTER OF LINGOLI 
GIVES HS VIEWS ON 
RECONSTRUCTION 


structions for Election in Ar- 
kansas Read to Historical So- 
ciety by Walter B. Stevens. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
‘COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 11.—A Lincoln 


letter of great historical importance, 
the original of which is now a treas- 
ured possession of William K. ‘Bixby 
of St. Louis,' was read to the Missouri 


Historical Society, in session here last 
night, by Waiter B. Stevens of St. 
Louis, secretary of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition. 

In this letter, written. less than three 
months before his death, President 
Lincoln outlined his plan for the set- 
ting up of a constitutional state Gov- 
ernment in Arkansas. Following. thie 
collapse of the Cwunfederate military 
puwer in the West, Arkansas was under 
the military control of the Washingtor 
Government. 
| Stevens. said he believed the full. text 
of the letter had not been made. knuwn 
before. ‘‘The letter,’ Stevens said in his 
alk to the historical society, ‘‘is an un 
swer to the historical controversy as to 
the course Mr. Lincoln would have pur- 
sued, hdd he lived out his second term.” 

In the letter, the President directed 
that arrangenients be made for an elec- 
tion, at which all might vote who had 
taken the oath of allegiance, prescribed 
in the President's proclamation of Dec. 
8, 1863. Nothing was said about negro 
suffrage, but.it was. stipulated that the 
freedom of the negro must be recog- 
nized and their education provided for. 

Unable to Agree With Johnson. 

After Lincoln's death, the Republican 
majority in. Congress, unable to agree 
with President. Johnson as to recon- 
struction measures, took matters out 
of the President's hands, and prescribed 
}its.own conditions for the re-admission 
bes states. These conditions, as finally 
laid down and accepted, included negro 
suffrage; but this was not until after 
éurlier terms, which did not include 
negro suffrage, had been rejected by 
.inost of the Southern States. 


{Stevens gave &n interesting account 


the attitude of Lincoln toward Mi:- 
in the period between his ‘first 
1860, and his de- 


February. He told of the visits made 
by Frank P. Biair to Lincoln, at Sprinz- 
-Tield, [11, and how Blair “kept. the 
President-elect informed of every stép 
in that game that was going on for the 


its 9,000 muskets and munitions of war, 
more than there was in all of the cther 
slave. states. He told Mr. Lincoln that 
if the Southern rights: administratian o” 
Missouri gained control of the arsenai 
and its contents, the State would »: 
carried into the Confederacy, and with 
Missouri the acon bgrder ee we 
be lost. 

“Nine days ics his Ssnaesitipis 
President Lincoln gave Gen. Lyon'com- 
mand. of the arsenal, and the opportuni- 
ty of the State government wag lost." 

. suggestion was made by Stevens 
that the matter of celebrating the cen- 
tennial anniversary of the admiasion ot 
Missouri to the Union be taken up by 
the historical society. This anniversary 
will come in August, 1921. The speaker 
suggested that celebrations should be 
held tn each county, possibly tn the 
form of hiatorical pageants.

DOCTOR EXPLODES 


ee — | 
Dr, E, W. Ryan of Servian Fame 
Fined for Injuries to Three 
Hungarians. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
VIENNA, Dec. 1—Dr. Edward W. 
Ryan, chief of the American Red Cross 
in Servia, when he arrived here from 
Belgrade, with five physicians and 11 
nurses who had remained on duty until, 
with the taking of Belgrade by the Ger- 
mans and Austrians, the work of the 
Americans came to an end, talked inter- 
| estingly of his experiences. 
At the beginning of the bombardment 


} Preceding the taking of the city, shells 


fell near the hospital.. Dr. Ryan imme- 
diately sent a strongly worded protest. 
After that no shells fell near enough to 
be uncomfortable. 

Dr. Ryan's most exciting experience 
came in Budapest, where he stopped for 
a day on the way to Vienna. He was 
dining in a hotel when Hungarian offi- 
clals entered, asked if he was Dr. Ryan, 
and, being assured of his identity, in- 
formed him that he was under arrest. 
lie asked for explanations. 

“Your trunk has evploded, injuring a 
number of people at the railway sta- 
tion,’’ was the answer. 

The doctor went under escort to the 
station. There he learned that when 
his trunk was unloaded there Was a 
heavy explosion, which had injured three 
men, one of whom was removed to a 
hospital. 

The station was filled and a panic en- 
sued, in which several persons were 
thrown down. Fragments of the trunk 
and its contents were scattered about 
the platform. 

Dr. Ryan was informed that a fine 
of 30,000 crowns had been imposed on 
him. There began a series of negotia- 
tions, which lasted three days, during 
which Dr. Ryan found himself alter- 
nately in the hands of the civil and 
military powers. 

The fine was gradually reduced to less 
than 200 crowns, and the damage claims 
teok the same course. Finally the fine 
was canceled and settlement was effect- 
ed with the three persons injured. 

Dr. Ryan had a small Hotchkiss shell 
in his room at Belgrade and he conclud- 
ed that the person who packed his trunk 
included the shell.

In the second place the Swiss peo- 
ple believe in preparedness. They 
do not believe in recruiting their 
army after war has broken out. That 
they consider as foolish as waiting 
for smalipox to break out before vac- 
cinating.

It is undoubtedly 
that fact that has spared the Swiss 
pedple from the horrors of the present 
war. ».I recently saw a pictorial map 
of Europe on which every country 
Was represented by an animal of 
some kind. Italy was a lean, hungry 
wolf; Russia a big, lumbering bear; 
Germany & huge vulture, and So on. 
But the most appropriate of all was 
Switzerland — a bristling porcupine. 
Though ‘small, no one dares touch 
her, ’ 

Raise Their Boys to Be Soldiers, 

The Swiss youth begins his actual 
military training in his twentieth 
year, although a basis for this train- 
ning is previously laid in-—the gym- 
nasiums of the public schools, If 
physically fit he may volunteer a 
year beforehand and, in urgent cases, 
he may obtain permission to delay 
one year or longer. 

Each year’s class of recruits is thor- 
cughly ‘examined, medically, physically 
and mentally, after which the recruits 
are classified as follows: (1) fit, (2) fit 
for supplementary service, (3) unfit, 

After having been declared ‘‘fit’’ the 
young man is assigned to the branch of 
the service for which he is best suited, 
Then begins a strenuous course of in- 
struction and training which is. un- 
coubtedly one of the best in the world. 
When he completes this recruit course 
and goes back to civil life he is not 
merely a man in uniform, he is‘a sol- 
dier. I used to thik that the recruit, 
or “‘plebe,” drill at West Point is the 
limit in strenuousness, but Iam now of 
the opinion that at least one organiza- 
tion approaches West Point in this re- 
spect—the Swiss army. 

There is a story current among Swiss 
soldiers that, in certain regiments of 
the German army, Swiss drill is given 
as a form of punishment. Be that as 
it may, Swiss drill is no joke, and it 
produces an army of well-trained sol- 
diers. 


20,000 New “Men Yearly. 

At present an average of more than 
20,000 young men are found fit for serv- 
ice annually and are trained and be- 
army, called the “auszug.’’ Servicé 
continues in -this first 
thirty-second year—that is, for 12 years. 
It is evident that there are always 12 
classes enrolled in the “auszug,’’ and 
as each class in the future will com- 
prise more than 20,000 men, the military 
authorities can count upon at least 
240,000 trained men available for the 
first line of the army. 

The second line is called the “land- 
wehr,’’ and is composed of all soldiers 
between 33 and 4 years of age, inclu- 
sive; that is, each soldier enters the 
“landwehr”’ after his thirty-third birth- 
day and serves there eight years. Fig- 
uring as before on the basis of 20,000 
men per annual class and deducting 
#3 1-3 per cent for those who have died 
cr become physically unfit, there would 
still be left more than 100,000 fit men 
for the second line of the army. 

The third line is called the “land- 
sturm.” The soldier between 41 and 
48 years of age, imelusive, serves in 
the third line and there completes 
hig military service. In this line are 
also included many of the soldiers 
who are found unfit for service in the 
first and second lines, The strength 
of the “landsturm” is at present es- 
timated at about 65,000 men. 

Potential Army of 400,000. 

From the above it is seen that the 
Swiss authorities will be able to 
mobilize an army of more than 400,- 
000 men in case of need, of which 
probably 350,000 would be fit for field 
service, the others for guard and oth- 
er supplementary service. Further- 
more, inasmuch as the birthrate of 
Switzerland is increasing, the total 
number of youths fit for service each 
year is increasing, and the army 
therefore automatically increases cor- 
respondingly. 

In view of the results obtained, the 
relatively short time which the Swiss 
soldier is required to pass with the 
colors is surprising. Let us take the 
infantry private from the time he re- 
ports for recruit drill in his twenti- 
eth year until’ he passes into the 
“landsturm” in his fortieth year. 

The course of instruction in the re- 
cruit school requires 65 days—a lit- 
tle more than nine weeks. The soldier 
then passes into the “auszug,” where 
he is required to atténd seven courses 
of 11 days each, in all 77 days during 
12 years’ service. He then goes to the 
“landwehr,” where he takes only one 
course during his eight years’ service 
there. There is no training for the 
“landsturm” except during mobiliza- 
tion or at the special call of the Fed- 
eral Council. Altogether, during the 
20 years before he enters the third 
line the goldier normally passes 153 
days with the colors, or an average 
of a little more than a week per year. 
That so much can be accomplished in 
go short a time is the most remark- 
abel thing about the Swiss system.

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U.S. PROTESTS AGAINS 


SUBMARINES ARE JUSTIFIED 
BY INTERNATIONAL LAWYER

Professor at University of Paris Points Out 
That U Boats Contravene Laws of 
Nations and of Humanity. 


By A. DE LAPREDELLE. 
Professor of international Law in 
the University of Paris, France. 
Six months have passed since the 
German submarine sent the Lusitania 
to the bottom of the Irish Sea; six 
months during which Germany has not 
interrupted her process of sinking ships, 


lowly freighters or great transatlantic 


steamers carrying thousands of passen- 
gers. The field of operation of the sub- 
marine has been transferred from the 
Kritish coast to threaten the navigation 
of the Mediterranean, but the diplomat- 
lc controversy still continues. 

This controversy does not concern the 
special cases of the Lusitania and An- 
cona alone, cases in which ecircum- 
stances both of fact and of law. ‘are 
surrounded with special difficulties and 
great incertitudes, but also juridical 
themselves, which are at present far 
from being clearly presented and stated. 

Germany has promised the United 
States that the great liners on which 
American passengers are traveling shall 
rot be disturbed; but she has made no 
such promise in respect to crews, espe- 
cially in respect to freighters.

tional law is on the whole unfavorable} 
to the destruction of prizes. Neither 
Great Britain nor the United States. ad- 
mits the destruction of neutral prizes; 
and moreover, several Powers, the»Unit- 
ed States among them, demand im- 
munity from seizure for private property 
of the enemy sailing under the enemy’s 
flag. thus assimiliating private property 
of the enemy to neutral property, and 
making it as unjustifiable to destroy a” 
enemy prize as to destroy a neutral 
prize. Finally Japan, in her war-with 
China in 1894, inaugurated a practice in 
virtue of which, even when the private 
property of an enemy may be seized 
under thé enemy’s flag the prize itself 
shall not be destroyed unless it is a ship 
belonging to the state. (The Japanese 
regulations in the Chino-Japanese War 
of 1894, Article 22). So then to increase 
the power of the submarine torpedo and 
at the same time to extend the field of 
application of the doctrine of the de- 
struction of prizes, either neutral or 
enemy (as are being done in the present 
war) means to react against currents 
which, without as yet constituting posi- 
tive ‘international law, are contributing 
their influences to make the interna- 
tional law of the near future. 
Principles of Law Ignored. 
However, it is not simply tendencies of 
law but very sure principles of positive 
law that are contradicted and ignored 
every time that a ship of commerce is 
destroyed by submarine, whether or not 


the ship has passengers on board, 
whether or not there was previous warn- 


ing given. 
According to positive international 
law, it is a principle that a prize must 
always be taken before it can be de- 
stroyed. This rule may be found in all 
the maritime codes of the world, The 
manual of naval prize law of England 
(Edition of 1888, Art. 303), the American 
rule of 1900 (which, although since re- 
peaied, still remains an important testi- 
}mony on this point), the French instruc- 
tions of 1870 and of 1912, the German 
prize rule of the 30th of September, 1909 
tReichsgesetzbiatt of Aug. 3, 1914, Art. 4) 
All these things assume that the active 
destruction of a prize must follow on 
actual seizure, It is only in cases in 
which it is aboslutely impossible to pre- 
gerve the prize that its destruction is al- 
lowed. But in the cases we are consid- 
ering destruction does not follow the act 
of seizure. The only method by which 
the submarine can come at all into con- 
tact with the ship which it meets and 
establish its power and authority over it 
preclude the seizure of the ships and its 
convoy to a port.

BERLIN, Dec. 1.—Through the gen- 
erosity of Americans 11 reading reoms 
and recreation halls for prisoners of 
war have been erected in camps 
throughout Germany. The average 
cost of these buildings has been 6000 
marks ($1600), but ‘in many cases 
camp commanders have added large 
sums from their personal fortunes in 
order that the libraries’ might be 
more ornate or spacious. 

The conditions governing the gifts 
from the Americans have without ex- 
ception been such that none of the 
monéy might be expended for books, 
and it has been the task, therefore, 


, of the “Committee for the Erection of 


Soldiers’ Homes in the East and 
Southeast” to gather Mterature of all 
kinds and send it,” not only to the 11 
halls, but also to the most extended 
trenches. : 
On the German side, at least, the 
war has drawn in men from every 
walk of _jife, including students, 
teachers and others af a very high 
degree of education. . The literary de- 
mands from the front, therefore, have 
been extremely varied, and the book- 
suppliers have been put to it to lay 
their hands on technical works and 
other volumes. as ) 
Between France, England and 
Germany there ‘has existed for some 


which books in the three languages 
are exchanged for the benefit of the 
prisoners of war in the three coun- 
fries. Negotiations along the same 
line are now being* conducted with 
Russia, and a shipment of 3000 vol- 
umes in Russian from the University 


+of Warsaw is soon to be distributed 


among the Russian prisoners of war. 
The committee already has the names 
and addresses of 38,000 German soldiers 
on the various fronts, with whom cor- 
respondence has been opened pertain- 
ing to special books that are desired. 
As fast as it is possible to obtain 
the volumes they are forwarded to 
the trenches. es ae 

A feature of the work is so-called 
wandering libraries, containing books 
of all sorts for both 
and men, which are sent to one com- 
pany, read, and sent on to another. 
There are also a number of so-called 
field gray books, which have gray 
paper covers and are adaptable to use 
in the trenches. 

The paper which goes into the lit- 
erature for the front costs alone 10,- 
000 marks per shipment, and the post- 
age amounts to another 6000 marks. 
The distribution is aided in part by 
wagons from the Emperor's stables, 
20 of which carry loads of 600 vol- 
umes from point to point. 

Two Americans, Conrad Hoffman 
and James E. Sprunger, are actively 
engaged in the work of supplying 
reading ig, Pig cat of war and for 
soldiers. ey formerly were active 
in English camps and then came 
over to Germany to continue their 
work. 

The efforts of the committee to 
erect soldiers’ homes has resulted in 
the construction of 18 buildings, at 
a cost of from. 3000 to 6000 marks 
apiece, where thousands of soldiers 
are cared for and given some- of the 
comforts of home.

Commanders Have Been Trusted 


to Succeed by Genius or at 
Least to Muddle Through. 


Correspondence of the Press. : 
LONDON, Dec, 4.—When Gen. Sir 
Ivor Herbert asked Premier Asquith 


in the House of Commons whether 


any steps had been taken to recon- 
struct the great general staff of the 
army, he expressed the: popular im- 
patience of the country over this 
question, which is-worrying civilians 
as well as military: men. The Pre- 
mier’s reply that the size and effec- 
tiveness of the staff was being grad- 
ually increased did not entirely sat- 
isfy the extremists, 

‘That Germany’s efficiency in the 
war is ldrgely traceable to its gen- 
eral staff, no one here denies. But 
the general staff is an integral part 
of Germany's Government. Its suc- 
cess now is the result of methods 
worked out and practiced in time of 
peace. In England such a general 
staff would have had small scope in 
peace times. > 

There has been considerable loose- 
ness in the British way of managing 
campaigns, ag critics point out. It is 
said that only the most general in- 
structiong were given to Field Mar- 
shal Sir John French, Gen. Ian Ham- 
ilton and the other expedition com- 
manders. They were told little else 
than to-inflict the greatest possible 
damage on the enemy by means that 
appeared best to their judgment. 

The policy of the British staff 
heretofore has been, in accord with 
British traijition and British preju- 
dice, to give all possible latitude to 
the commander, trusting him either 
to succeed by his genius, or at least 
to muddle through, , Wellington's

“COULD STOP CAMPAIGN” 


Prohibition Superintendent Will 
Neither Admit Nor Deny 
the Charges.

Consternation was caused in the ranks 
of the Law Enforcement League of 
Southern Illinois, an organization that 
was formed recently to wage @ cam- 
paign for the Sunday closing of saloons 
in Bast St. Louis, when allegations were 
made that M. B. Wells, superintendent 
of the league, and former Sheriff of 
Salem, Ill, had made a proposition to 
the brewery interests of East 8t: Louis 
to have the fight dropped upon the pay- 
ment to him of $20,000. : 

This became public when Charlies B. 
Carroll, a lawyer in the Arvade Build- 
ing in Bast St. Louis, and secretary of 
the Personal Liberty League of South- 
ern Tlinois, called newspaper reporters 
into his office and made a verhal state- 
ment of Wells’ allegéd offer. 

Allegations by Brewery Agents. 

At thé same time corroborative state- 
ments were given out by Robert Beth- 
mann, manager of the Heim Brewery, 
and by Jerry J. Kane, East St. Louis 
agent for the Wagner Brewery of Gran- 
ito City. Kane is a member of the Dem- 
ocratic Central Committee of Illinois. 

Wells and other members of the Law 
Enforcement League were confronted 
with these statements by reporters while 
they were holding’ a meeting in the 
league’s offices in the Metropolitan 
Building. Most of the Bast St. Louis 
ministers were present, and they ex- 
pressed their astonishment. Wells would 
neither admit nor deny the charges, but 
declared he would later issue a state- 
ment in answer. 

The statement of Secretary Carroll of 
the Personal Liberty League, which is 
an orgenization-opposed te the Sunday 
closing of saloons, in substance was 
that Wells came to him two months 
ago and informed him a fight was to 
be made against the Sunday saloons in 
East St. Louis just as it had been made 
successfully against the Sunday sa- 
loons in Chicago and Springfield. 

“T am close to the leaders of the An- 
tisaloon League,” he said, according to 
Carrull, “and can stop thie fight, but 
it is worth money. If you will get the 
liquor interests to pay me $20,000 you 
won't hear any more about it.”’ 

Carroll said he asked a week to think 
it over and later informed Wells that 
the liquor interests would not pay ua 
cent, whereupon Wells announced that 
the fight would be started. 


Makes Signed Etatement. 

Bethmann, in Carroll's office, gave out 
a signed statement. He said that Wells 
also informed him of the impending 
fight against the saloons and promised 
to positively guarantee for $20,000 that 
there would be no campaign to close 
the saloons either temporarily or par 
manently.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11,—There 
were no developments today to al- 
leviate the serious situation that 
threatens a rupture of diplomatic re~- 
lations between the United States and 
Austria-Hungary. 

Officials continued studiously reti- 
cent, but word that the American note 
on the sinking of the Italian lner 
Ancona, with loss of American lives, 
had reached the Vienna foreign office 
yesterday led to a feeling that the 
question would resolve itself one way 
or the other without much delay. 

The communication is understood 
to ask disavowal of the act of the 
Austrian submarine which sank the 
liner, punishment of the submarine’s 
commander and reparation for the 
American lives lost, and it hes clearly 
indicated that the United States ex- 
pects that these things be done 
promptly.

Lord. Derby’s Enroliment Will 
| Continue Until Midnight Sun- 
day, Perhaps Until Wednesday. 


OFFICERS ARE SWAMPED 


It Is Believed Nearly 4,000,000 
Men Have Volunteered—Many 
Will Be Deducted.. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec, 11.—The enrollment of 
volunteers under Lord Derby's plan for 
immediate and future military service 
could not be completed today on ac- 
count of the numbers crowding the 
enlistment offices throughout the king- 
dom at the eleventh hour. Therefore, 
the War Office announced the exten- 
sion of the time until midnight Sunday, 
with a possible further extension to 
midnight Wednesday. 

Recruiting will continue Supday and 
if the numbers of the last two days 
are kept up, the total énlistment. for 
the last thrée days probably will equal 
the total for any preceding three weeks, 

The process of enlistment was atténd- 
ed by picturesque and enthusiastic 
gatherings. Bands and orators, both 
official and voluntary; from military 
and civil life, had been busy. The 
keynote of the speeches had Déen that 
Britons should show the world that 
free men are able and willing to de- 
fend their country without compulsion. 

After the enrollment is completed the 
War Office will be obliged to segregate 
those engaged in Government work and 
“Indispensable’’ to the industries. <A 
large proportion of those enrolled also 
may be barred by the medical officers 
because the examinations of the last 
two days have beon for the most part 
superficial and .n many instances dis- 
pensed with altogether, the medical of- 
ficers being unable to keep up with the 
enrollments. 

There is no ifformation at present 
regarding the number of recruits, but 
the trade union leaders tonight confi- 
dently declared that the Derby cam- 
paign was a success. The last. census 
gave the number of men in England, 
Scotland and Wales between the ages 
of 18 and 4 years as 8,100,000, nearly 
half of whom wéte single. The gen- 
eral understanding has been that about 
$,000.000 entered the army before Lord 
Derby’s recruiting began and it is be- 
lieved that between 8) and 9 per cent 
of the others have presented themselves 
for attestation. 

From .this total must be deducted 
three classes—the physically unfit, those 
engaged in munitions work and those 
engaged in other necessary callings, 
such’ as railroading, mining, shipping 
and farming, whose numbers cannot 
be approximately estimated except by 
the officials.

Philadelphia Paper Prints Story That 
Former President had Arranged 
for 12,000 Men. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. U1.—The Pub- 
lic Ledger will. print the following dis- 

patch from Washington tomorfow: 

“News of thé plan for. assembling a 
division of cavalry, to number 12,000, by 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, to dash 
through Russia and join the allies in 
the campaign against the Germans, has 
just become known here. 

“The plan was conceived early last 
summer during the tense days follow- 
ing the Lusitania sinking. 

“Col, Roosevelt, Major-General Wood 
and others at that time saw no hope of 
the United States keeping out’ of the 
European conflagration, and the former 
President decided to raise a cavalry di- 
vision along the lines of his famous 
“Rough Riders’’ regiment during the 
Spanish-American War. 

“Col. Roosevelt, it is now said, even 
went so far as to purchase equipment. 
He is declared to have bought automo- 
bile trucks for the hauling of equip- 
ment and commissariat and a specially 
bullt automobile tank car for the trans- 
portation of gasoline. 

“According to the story told here in 
official circles a well-known and wealthy 
Chicago man was interested in the 
movement and alded in financing the 
firet part of the plans.”

The ap- 
plication was docketed for a hear- 
ing next March. 


The application was supported by 


many letters and. petitions, among 
the signers of which were Lon San- 
ders, A. J. Davis, Stephen A. Martin, 
a Colonel of Gov. Major's staff; Ca- 
bell Gray, N. 8S. Healy, president of 
the Webster Groves Trust Co.; State 
Auditor John P. Gordon and Phil 
Mullen, also a member of Gov. Ma- 
jor’s staff. 

The crime for which Goodnow was 
sentenced was the appropriation to 
his own use of the proceeds of three 
notes, totaling $12,000, deposited 
with him by Almon A. Tucker of 10 
Beverly place, vice president of the 
Rosenthal-Sloan Millinery Co., to be 
negotiated to obtain money to build 
an apartment house at 6890 Von Ver- 
sen avenue. Goodnow pleaded guilty 
to this offense on April 23, before Cir- 
cuit Judge Jones, and five other 
cases then pending against him were 
dismissed, 

Sought Parole From Court. 

Judge Jones gave a stay of sen-| 
tence until June 4, to allow Goodnow 
time to arrange his personal affairs.

Mullen wrote to Gordon to enlist 
his help in the Goodnow case and 
Gordon wrote to the board inclosing 
Mullen’s letter and saying that he 
would appreciate anything the board 
can do in the matter.

conditions, expansion and improve- 
ment of postal facilities continued. 
Haé it not been for economical re- 
organization begun before the war 
gtarted and continued since, the Post- 
master General says the audited de- 
ficit weuld have been at least $24,000,- 
000. Of the total deficit, however, 
his anayisis of the Department's fi- 
nances declares that all but a little 
more than $300,000 was the result of | 
inereases of postal salaries and addi- 
tional railway mail pay required by 
law. 

Chief among recommendations to 
Congress are a renewal of previous 
weight te the space basis of fixing 
pay to the railroads for carrying 
mall; a renewal of recommendations 
for government ownership of tele- 
graphs and telephones; removal of 
the four-pound limit on first class 
mail; ahd the adoption of more lib- 
eral limitations on the weight and. 
insurance of parcel post packages. 


Expansion. 

The greatest expansion in the post- 
offiee, the report shows, was in the 
parcel post. Statistics gathered from 
50 principal postoffices show it tof 
be half of all the postal business, 
and that more than a billion parcels 
are being transported every year. Be- 
fore thé parce] post was established 
not more than one-fourth that num- 
ber were handled. The amount of 
postage collected from that source 
approached $2,000,000, during the 
first 18 dave of October this year 
alene.

FOR WAR VICTIMS 


County Judge Invited to Dem- 
onstrate Before Embassies 
Equipment He Invented. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 11.—County Judge 


Quentin D. Corley will go to Washing- 
ton Dec. 22 by special invitation to dem- 
onstrate at the embassies of the warring 


nations the ease with which he can use 
the artificial arms and hands he invent- 
ed after both his arms were amputated. 
At the same time Judge Corley will 
outline a plan for schools he thinks 
the European nations should establish 
to teach the maimed soldiers how to 
artificial limbs. As he lost his 
own arms at the age of 21, Judge Cor- 
ley believes the problems he has solved 
for himself to be the same that confront 
the armless soldiers, who are chiefly 
men from 19 to 30 years of age. 

The free use of hig patents has been 
offered by Judge Corley to the Govern- 
ments of the nations at war. This 
would enable them to manufacture the 
arms at cost not to exceed $20 each, 
Judge Corley declares, and he thinks 
thet the completeness with which his 
devices take the place of his natural 
hands, enabling him to wait on himself 
or attend to business duties almost as 
well as anyone can, should make the 
wounded soldiers again self-supporting, 
if they are equipped with these arms 
and taught to use them properly. 

The French, Brititsh, German, Bel- 
gian and Austrian embassies have 
shown an interest in Judge Corley’s in- 
vention and have asked that it be dem- 


onstrated to them. 


The successful feature of Judge Cor- 
ley’s artificial arm is an automatic hook 
operated by a ratchet wheel. The lower 
jaw of this hook is mad: of spring 
steel] and the upper jaw of brass. The 
bending of the arm at the elbow op- 
erates the ratchet wheel, which in turn 
opens the jaws of the hook. When 
turned further the wheel releases and 
allows the jaws to close upc whatever 
object tt desired to pick up. 

With this apparatus Judge Corley can 
do practically everything that one can 
do with natura) hands. This hook, how- 
ever, is detachable and another can be 
attached with which more delicate tasks, | 
such as tying his necktle or using knité 
and fork. At the end of the hook prop- 
er is a small apparatus which takes 
the. place of the fingers. 

Outlining his views on the proposed 
school for armless men, Judge Corley 
says: 

“The five problems that I see in the 

proper handling ef these unfortunate 
men are: : 
-"Birat, taking care of them temporar- 
ily; second, supplying them with the 
best known appliances; third, teaching 
these men how to use the appliances; 
fourth, selecting for each man a work 
that he is best fitted for and teaching 
him to be self-supporting; fifth, finding 
them jobs that they can fill and distrib- 
uting them over the nation.” 

Judge Corley’s plan is to establish a 
temporary home where under the in- 
struction of a man competent in the use 
of the apparatus the armless pupils will 
be taught how to use the arms and then 
how to earn their own livings. 

Judge Corley is 28 years old. He lost 
his arms in a freight train accident at 
Utica, N. Y., when he was 21. Through 
his own efforts and inventions he has 
become since then a successful man.

Masquerader’ From’ Gallipoli 
Even Accepted as Sergeant 
Dandy by Dandy’s Sister. 


GETS THREE YEARS’ TERM 


Extraordinary Case of Mistaken 
Identity Is Heard at the Man- 
chester Assizes. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatoh. 
LONDON, Dec. 1.—George Parkin 


Hall, a soldier, has just been sentenced, 
at .Manchester Assizes, to three years 


of penal servitude, for imposing him- 
self, as her husband, upon the wife of 
the missing Sergt. Dandy, with whom 
he had served at Gallipoli. According 
to the testimony, Mrs. Dandy accepted, 
and lived with, Hall as her husband, 
and Dandy’s sister recognized Hall as 
her brother. The testimony brought out 
one of the most extraordinary cases of 
mistaken identity ever heard in Engitsh 
courts. 

‘Counsel for the Crown explained, at 
the hearing of the case, that Sergt. 
Dandy and his wife had kept a small 
baker’s shop at West Gorton, near Man- 
chester. The Sergeant went to Egypt 
early in the year, leaving Mra, Dandy 
in charge of his business. Up to last 
June his wife received ietters from him. 
but in July Sergt. Dandy was report- 
ed as missing. Later, said the Prose- 
cutor, Hall called upon Mra, Dandy, 
represented that he was the Sergeant, 
and was acgepted by Mra, Dandy as her 
husband, 

“Was Like My Husband,” 

Mrs. Hall, in mourning biack, told, 
from the witness stand, how Hall had 
coine to her shop on July 16, acting ‘as 
if he had been wounded.” She said: ‘‘He 
announced that he was my husband. 
Il objected, ‘Never,’ for, although he 
like my husband, he was a 
‘wreck.’ This, he expiained, was due to 
the suffering he had undergone, 

“Then his sister came in, and she 
recognized him as her brother. Neigh- 
.bora who knew my husband also snook 
hands with the man, and he eatens 
fuse of the. children.’’ 

Mra. Dandy reiated that bail explained 
that tatiou marks which she knew were 
On the real Sergt. Vandy’s arm had 
been burnt out in Hgypt and that an 
abscess on the neck had been filled in, 
His excuse for his ignorance of va- 
rious domestic matters, ehe said, was 
that he had lost his memory, owing te 
hig experience in the war. 

Her Brother Accepted Him, 

“A little time after we had lived to- 
gether,’’ said Mrs. Dandy, “he met my 
and thought he was a detec- 
tive. When he 
my brother they talked together, and 
my brother concluded that Hall was 
my husband. My own sister saw Hall 
and took him to be Sergt. Dandy. 

“He addressed our relatives by their 
Christian namés, wept with me and 
ether women, who recognized him as the 
Sergeant, and expressed joy at being 
home again. 

“Though at first I had some doubt, 
owing to his altered appearance, I ac- 
cepted him as my husband, and thought 
the alteration was due to hard experi-

GIFT OF CAR LINE 


Téxas Community Resents Re- 
jection of Offer of Millionaire 
Who Holds Franchise. 


SSN ANGELO Tex Dec. 11.—It is not 
unlikely that the City Council of San An- 
gelo will recede from its recent action 
in refusing to accept as a gift to the 
municipality the electric street railway 
system here. The offer was made in 
good taith by J. B. Sugg, owner of the 
property, several days ago. The City 
Council rejected it because the system 
is not a paying proposition. 

It was for this very reason that Sugg 
wants to get'rid of the property. The 
City Council may reconsider its action 
in refusing to accept the railway in as 
much as the popular demand that this 
he done has taken the form of a numer- 
ously signed petition. 

Sugg is primarily a multimillionaire 
stockman. He has varied other business 
interests, but it is in broad acres of pas- 
ture land and white-faced cattle that 
his interests chiefly lie. The street rall- 
Way system here was, in a way, 
“wished” upon. him. .When it was built 
a few years ago by a syndicate of local 
men Sugg showed his usual spirit of 
clvic enterprise by advancing a consid- 


When a few weeks ago the City Coun- 
cil insisted on enforcing certain require- 
ments on the property, which, if com- 
plied with, would have entailed a stil! 
further financial drain upon his private 
ref yurces, Sugg offered the city the al- 
ternative of accepting the system as a 
gift from him, or that it should permit 
him to tear up the tracks and abandon 
the property. 

The Council refused both propositions. 
It took the position that the street. rail- 
way shall be kept in good repair and op- 
erated regularly, irrespective of its 
financial losses. 

It is the opinion of many people here 
that the street railway franchise has 42 
paper value much in excess of its pres- 
ent actual earning capacity. The 
city is growing rapidly and _ in 
a few more years the system 
would probably be making a good 
interest on the investment. It’ ts 
also asserted that the line would pay 
now if it was extended into certain resi- 
dence districts.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Peace and 
preparedness advocates alike came in 
for a raking fire of jest at the winter 
dinner of the Gridiron Club tonight. At 
the close the preparedness ranks ap- 
peared the stronger, but their casual- 
ties from verbal shrapnel were almost 
as heavy as those of the pacifists. 

President Wilson, Vice President Mar- 
shall, members of the Cabinet, Senators, 
Representatives and men prominent in 
rublic life from many parts of the coun- 
try were among the club's guests. The 
chorus of the song introducing the Pres- 
ident follows: 

We take our stand back of you, Mr. Wil- 
son, 

Strength to your arm we give; 

You're the leader of all, 
We respond to your call, 
We will stand firm with you for the 
red, white and blue. 
No party or faction divides us in twain, 
We're just plain Americans, proud of 
the name; 
Let the world realize 
Naught can sever our ties, 
We take off our hats to you. 

A figure representing William Jen- 
nings Bryan was prominent in the eve- 
ning’s entertainment. He bobbed up in 
three skits, always in a stellar role. 

“The Saccharine Soldier,”’ perhaps the 
iiveliest of all the sketches, brought the 
former Secretary of State to the fore as 
the leader of a band of soldiers, armed 
with marshmallows, bon bons and other 
candies, and exhibited as relics of a bar- 
barioc age. Among the officers were 
Gen. Gumdrop, Col. Caramel, Maj. 
Marshmallow, Capt. Candy, and others 
bearing names of confections. The sol- 
diers’ “‘weapons’’ were huge red, white 
and blue candy canes, which they waved 
quite recklessly. 

“2. Bryan” Obliges, 

Announcement of the loss of all of 
the army’s chewing gum to a gir’s 
school and the destruction of two 
wagonloads of chautauqua contracts 
caused great distress in the camp. Mr. 
Bryan then obliged with “Goodby, Chief, 
I'm Through.” Here is the chorus:

The 
skit closed with the singing of a 
strictly preparedness chorus, 

The Gridiron Rookies sketch brought 
out Cols. Roosevelt, Harvey, Watter- 
son and House, and Secretary Garri- 
son, Gen. Leonard Wood, Mayor John 
Purroy Mitchel of New York, Dudley 
Field Malone of New York, Collector 
of Customs; Representative Augustus 
P. Gardner of Massachusetts; Oswald 
G. Villard of New York, Mr. Bryan 
and Theodore Roosevelt Jr., as candi- 
dates for the army. Scarcely had 
the squad assembled when Col. Roose- 
velt leaped forward and began to 
assail those who are trying to 
“Chinafy America.” As the examina- 
tion for candidates proceeded, Col. 
Roosevelt was asked if he desired to 
join the cavalry. 

“I want to organize a gas-bomb 
brigade,” he replied.

Former Governor in Opening 
Campaign for Senate Answers 
Much-Discussed Question. 


“STILL ON GOOD TERMS” 


Explains That He Is Making 
Race on Record as Governor 
—and That Alone. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Dec. 11.—The 


discussed question as to whether Her- 
bert S. Hadley and Theodore Roosevelt 
quarreled in Chicago during the Repub- 
lican national convention of 1912 over 


the determination of some Republican 
leaders to break the Taft-Roosevelt 
deadlock by the nomination of Hadley 
for President, was settled by the former 
Governor at his opening speech of his 
campaign for United States Senator at 
the Coats House last night. Hadley de- 
clared that he and Roosevelt not only 
did not quarrel in Chicago, but that they 
were still on the most intimate terms. 

Hadley has launched his campaign for 
United States Senator in opposition to 
Walter S. Dickey. He said he had been 
criticised for the part he took in the 
1912 campaign, when he was the fore- 
most supporter of Roosevelt for the 
Republican nomination. He said with- 
in 48 hours after the nomination of Taft 
at Chicago, he came out for the Re- 
publican party, and refused to join the 
new Progressive party, created by 
Roosevelt and some of his followers. He 
said that he had no excus to offer 
for the political record he made in con- 
nection with the fight between the two 
Republican leaders for the presidential 
nomination, and that he was on friend- 
ly terms with Taft, as well as with 
Roosevelt. 

Making Race on Record, 

He said he was making the race for 
United States Senator upon his record 
as Governor, and declared that the 
Democrats had never been able to find 
any flaws in his gubernatorial record. 
He said that he thought a candidate 
who had rendered efficient service while 
he was in public office had a party 
record that ought to satisfy the voters. 

The former Governor declared himself 
a believer in a McKinley protective 
tariff, and of Blaine reciprocity. He 
said it was time that Republicans and 
Progressives were laying aside their 
differences over party management, and 
getting together on the common prin- 
ciples in which they believe. 

William Warner, the only Republican 
who has served as United States Sen- 
ator from Missouri during the past 40 
years, presided at the Hadley meeting. 
The other speakers were I. B. Kimbrell, 
BH. C. Ellis, R. R. Brewster and J. C. 
Swift.

Replies to Reed. 

Hadley devoted much of his speech to 
a discussion of statements made by Sen- 
ator Reed during his recent tour of the 
State. He said Reed had expressed fear 
that.the Republicans might nominate a 
railroad lawyer for the Senate. To quiet 
his fears, Hadley said he had resigned as 
Western counsel for the ralflroads in the 
appraisal being made by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, @ year ago. 

‘T believe I can fairly assert,’ "he 
said, ‘“‘that when I have been thus em- 
ployed it has been for legal services 
and legal services alone, whereas, we 
have the statement of Hon. Frank P. 
Walsh, the personal appointee of Presi- 
dent Wilson as chairman of the Indus- 
trial Relations Committee, that a pub- 
lic-serving corporation fn this city paid 
to Senator Reed a princely salary, not 
for his legal services, but for his po- 
litical influence.”

BRINGKWIRTH WILL 


Boy, 14, Repudiates Former 
Public Administrator as Cur- 
ator and Selects Guardians. 


Harry Troll, former Public Adminis- 
trator, was repudiated yesterday by 
Henry T. Brinckwirth, 14 years old, as 
his curator, and the boy selected his 
uncles, John G. Grone and Anton A. 
Griesedieck and the Mercantile Trust Co. 
to be his guardians. 

Troll took possession of the Brinck- 
wirth estate following the death of Mrs. 
Louis Brinckwirth, in March, 1911, and 
had himself appointed curator of the 
boy Henry and his brother Louis and 
his sister, Josephine. He was removed 
by the courts as administrator at that 
time, but was permitted to continue as 
curator. Under the law a minor may 
choose his guardians when he is 14 years 
old. 

Henry Brinckwirth exercised that right 
yesterday and Troll’s authority as cura- 
tor was revoked. Henry’s brother ter- 
minated Troll’s curatorship so far as he 
was concerned June 5, 1913, when he was 
14 years old. The sister, who is 9 years 
old, must continue under the curator- 
ship until she is 14 unless, on appeal, 
the courts remove him sooner. 

Mrs. Brinckwirth bequeather $105,000 
to charity and directed the division of 
the rest of the estate, estimated at $300,- 
0, among the three children. She neg- 
lected to name an executor and Troll 
took advantage of the oversight. The 
estate is understood to have provided 
for Troll one of the many rich fees 
which he obtained while Public Admin- 
istrator. Troll was not in town yester- 
day. It was stated at his office that his 
fee in the Brinckwirth estates amounts 
up to this time to between $10,000 and 
$15,000.

FOR BETTER ROADS 


After a trip of six weeks to the Pacific 
coast, the larger part of which was spent 
in touring in an automobile, F. W. A. 
Vesper, president of the Vesper-Buick 
Auto Co., returned with Mrs. Vesper to| 
St. Louis this week, more than ever im- | 
pressed with the. good roads idea which 
seems so prevalent in the Far West. 

A D6-45, six-cylinder Buick touring car 
was shipped to San Francisco and tours 
were made from there, which included a 
trip via the mountain roads to Los An- 
geles, thence to San Diego by the coast 
line, and back by the valley roads, 
through Riverside, Redlands, Fresno and 
Bakersfield. 

“The trip,”” said Mr. Vesper, ‘““‘was a 
combination of business and pleasure, 
as I visited Buick branches and dis- 
tributors in Kansas City, Denver, Salt 
Lake City, Seattle, Portland, Los Ange- 
les and San Diego, and stopped for a 
visit with the Buick dealers in the prin- 
cipal cities en route. 

“At Denver we made a three days’ 
drive through Colorado, winding up at 
Canyon City. At Salt Lake we drove to 
nearby points for two or three days, 
and the same at Portland, the drive 
there including a trip over the new Co- 
lumbian highway, which is one of the 
most wonderful pieces of road engineer- 
ing I have ever seen, and, incidentally, 
one of the greatest drives scenically. 
At all:‘of these points the car was one 
furnished by the local distributor.

This wonderful highway was opened the 
week we arrived in San Francisco, and 
was one of the first trips taken, which 
includes wonderful mountain road and 
ocean scenery. We also had the honor 
of being one of the first cars over the 
Ridge road, from Bakersfield to Los An- 
geles, which is a newly opened highway

As United States District Attorney, 
Gudge Dyer conducted the investiga- 
tion from beginning to end and 
brought about the exposure of this 
monumental scheme which, according 
to the confession of the chief conspir- 
tor, John McDonald, defrauded the 
Government out of $2,786,000 revenue 
én about three years. Every particle 
of evidence presented to the grand 
juries and introduced in the many 
trials in court passed through the 
hands of Judge Dyer. Furthermore, a 
mass of condential information which 
did mot reach the public came into 
the” possession of the District Attér- 
ney before and after the trials in 
court. This threw a great deal of 
light upon the ramifications of the 
stupendous conspiracy. 

“At tio time during the prolonged 
inquiry, and in the years since,” is 
Judge Dyer’s testimony, “was any- 
thing discovered that reflected upon 
Gen. Grant’s integrity.” 

When almost a decade had passed; 
when sentences had been served, and 
when the great scandal had passed 
into history, there came the sequel 
which brought Into clear light the 
truth about Grant and the whiskey 
ring, and which is given publicity 
now, for the first time, by Judge Dyer. 


How Grant Snubbed Bristow. 
| FTER the conviction of many 
came the trial and acquittal 
of Babcock, the President’s 
private secretary. The acquittal was 
accomplished through the deposition 
given by Grant in the White House 
before the Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court and sent to St. 
Louis. Bristow was Secretary of the 
Treasury. He was practically forced 
out of that position for his aggressive 
prosecution of the ring. He went to 
New York and became the head of a 
law firm. Gen. Grant, after his retire- 
ment from the presidency on March 
4, 1877, took up his residence in New 
York. City. 

Grant and Bristow, on a public oc- 
easion, met face to face. Grant saw 
Bristow, but without the slightest sign 
of recognition turned his back upon 


him and walked away. The action. 


was deliberate. It cut Bristow to the 
quick. Years later Judge Dyer was in 
New York. He called on Gen. Bris- 
tow, finding him high up in an office 
building in front of a blazing wood 
fire in genuine Kentucky comfort. The 
face of the former Secretary lighted 
up as he recognized his visitor. Im- 
mediately after the greeting Gen. 
Bristow said: 

“Col. Dyer, I have something to 
tell you that you will be glad to hear. 


tow, I wanted to see you for the pur- 
pose of acknowledging that I have 
done you wrong and greatly mis- 
judged you. I believed that in the 
»rosecution of Gen. Babcock and oth- 
ers you and those with whom you 
were associated were actuated by mo- 
tives of enmity towards me and my 
administration. I was wrong and 
you were right.’ ”’ 


“No Braver Thing.” 


oT HESE were the words of 
Gen. Grant, as Gen. Bris- 
tow, with feeling, repeated 
them to me,” Judge Dyer says, in con- 
clusion. “To my mind no braver 
thing was ever done by Gen. Grant in 
his illustrious life than this acknowl- 
edgment to Gen. Bristow. Gen. Grant 
believed in the innocence of Babcock. 
He gave his deposition, which was 
read at the trial; and it was that 
deposition and the comment of the 
Court upon it, that influenced the 
jury’s verdict. When and how Gen. 
Grant came to see that he had been 
deceived by false friends, he did not 
state. I have felt long that this inci- 
dent stated ought to be given public- 
ity in some-permanent*form. Grant 


yand Bristow are both dead. They 


were great men.” 

“Grant in St. Louis” is a book of 200 
pages. It tells of Grant the Lieutenant 
at Jefferson Barracks in 1848 when he 
went a-courting; of Grant the home- 
builder and farmer on the Gravois 
road; of Grant the real estate agent 
on Pine street; of Grant the General 
on his visits to his family: of Grant 
the President when he saved the Bads 
Bridge; of Grant and the whiskey 
ring; of Grant and his struggle to 
overcome the drink habit. 

The book has a primary motive in 
the extensive collection of Grant let- 
ters which Mr. William K. Bixby has 
loaned to the Franklin Club for this, 
their first publicity. These letters are 
in the handwriting of Grant, several 
of them on the White House station- 
ery. 

In 1854 Grant resigned from the 
army. As he left Humboldt Bay, Cal- 
ifornia, he said to his brother offi- 
cers: “Whoever hears of me in 10 
years will hear of a well-to-do Mis- 
souri farmer.”

‘There 
have been no incomes for them since Mr. Wilson 
has been President. 

The larger view has-no attraction for them.’ The 
rights of peoples to settle their own revolutions, 
international comity, “watchful waiting,” all 
mean piffle to them. 

“tT went to Mexico 12 years ago with $1000. I 
worked hard and had a ranch I could have sold 
for $15,000 gold, and I had made a good living,” 
said one of this type. “President Wilson told me 
to get out and I got out. Now my ranch house has 
been burned, my cattle all killed, stolen or scat- 
tered, I have not had a cent from it in three years, 
and what has President Wilson done to save my 
property or protect me? Nota thing in the world.

Obregon smiled and said: 

“A musical instrument answers the “and of the 
person who plays it, but it does no more quickly 
respond than do my people to the sway of the man 
of the hour.” 

Carranza, whom Obregon has been content to 
follow, has never been popular. There is nothing 
about him to excite the vivas of the populace. He 
is sort of oily, gives no great impression of earn- 
estness, is not reputed to have immense personal 
courage. This is a great matter in Mexico. 

Villa, whatever else he may be, is a man with- 
out fear, and to this his success in great part was 
due. He is of the loud, noisy sort, wears his big 
hat on the back of his head, indoors and out, and 
walks dauntlessly into the range of the thickest 
fire. 

Obregon is of the same high order of courage, 
without the accompanying press-agentry of p vse 
and glamor. He is quite fearless, without dash. 

He was a rancher in Southern Sonora before 
he turned soldier. Stories that he had been edu- 
eated abroad or at'a military school in Mexico 
City are wrong. He got the education a well-to-do 
Mexican boy could get at home. He did not join 
Viadero’s revolution at first, having his farms and 
his family to care for, and apparently having no 
political or military ambition.

In this situation the talk of African 
concessions has already been heard and 
will be heard with growing frequency 
in the next few months. Thus, not & 
few German writerd have already sudc- 
gested that Germany should agree to 
evacuate France and Belgium in returu 
for the cession by France and Belgium 
of their colonial territories lying be- 
tween the Kamerun end German East 
Africa. 

This suggestion takes cognizance of 
certain obvious facts. Neither France 
nor Great Britain can or will agree to 
peace until Belgium is evacuated and 
the integrity of French territory as- 
sured. It would mean the prolongation 
of the war by several years if Germany 
should tnsist upon permanent posses- 
sion of any part of France or Belgium. 
But if France is asked to surrender 
only the mutilated Congo region, taking 
in exchange Togeland and possibly ob- 
taining German assent to a forma! an- 
nexation of Morocco, thus eliminating 
all hampering restrictions created by 
the Berlin Treaty, would the French 
refuse? 

Conceivably, and the project was 
broached before the war, Germany 
might consent to reimburse France 
further by the cession of the French- 
speaking districta of Lorraine, which 
include Mets ahd have upward of 300,- 
00 inhabitants, two-thirds French. 
This would give France a safe eastern 
frontier and might end the Alsace-Lor-

After eight 
years in the White House and the 
journey around the world, Mrs. Grant 
said: “Those were:happy days in the 
log house.” 


house at the time of the World's Fair 
dedication ceremonies. He went through 
the rooms, telling with emotion his 
recollections. He pointed to the room 
upstairs to the right of the middle door, 
where he and his little brothers slept. 
He described the long winter evenings 
when the Captain and Mrs. Grant sat 
with the children in a semi-circle in 
front of the blazing fireplace. He re- 
membered that, his father told him of 
}the campaign in Mexico. He had vivid 
recolléction of what: his father said of 
homesickness on the Pacific Coast, and 
of the great desire to get home and see 
wife and children. 


To the minas of the Grant family, 
there was none of that poverty which 
has been pictured by writers to helight- 
en the contrast with the fame that came 
later. There was plenty to eat. There 
was social life. The Captain and Mrs. 
Grant went out to the neighborhood 
gatherings; they had no light vehicle, 
but both were good riders; each took 
a child on the horse. Grant did not 
dance, but he played cards well. Check- 
ers was his favorite game. At the 
shooting matches in the noighborhood, 
the Captain held his own, and got the 
prize, a quarter of beef, about as often 
as any of the Sappingtons, the Longs 
and the Wright. 

After the war, Grant walked over the 
farm and said, “I moistened the ground 
around these stumps with many a drop 
of sweat, but they were happy days 
after all.’’ : 

Grant's desire to be independent of 
his father-in-law prompted him to un- 
usual efforts. He hauled split wood to 
St. Louis and sold ft. He worked up 


the branches and forks into props, such 
as the coal miners used in the drifts 
to support the roofs. In the southwest- 
ern suburbs of St. Louis were several 
coal mines. Grant hauled the props to 
these mines and got $5 a load. 

For the split wood hauled to the city 
he received $% a cord. 


Grant as a Wood Hauler 


SUALLY he had customers secured 
J in advance, but occasionally 
waited on the Twelfth street mar- 
ket, a stone’s throw from where his 
bronze figure now stands in City Hall 
Square, 
After he became \president, Grant 
looked back upon } wood hauling 
with no sense of humiliation. He re- 
membered some humo ous experiences. 
About the beginning of the first term in 
the White House, the Grants were en- 
tertained at the beautiful-home of the 
Blows in Carondelet. Old friends were 
nvited to meet them. After dinner the 
general suggested’ a walk about the 
grounds. As he led the way he showed 
keen ‘interest in recognizing surrounu- 
ings. He pointed where he had driven 
into the back yard to deliver wood. But 
what he dwelt upon was the location of 
a certain tree. He saw that on one 
of his trips, bringing cordwood, he 
had, with possible carelessness, let a 
hub of the wagon strike that tree and 
bark it. badly. The tree was a favorite 
of Mrs. Blow—one she had watched de- 
velop, of which she was proud. Before 
Grant could unload and get away, Mrs. 
Blow came out and saw the damage. 
Grant gmiled broadly as he told the 
party of friends that Mrs. Blow “gave 
me such a scoring as I never before or 
since have received from a woman.” 


Grant enjoyed thoroughly his farm 
living. He liked vegetables—corn, beans 
and others. The cucumber was one of 
his favorites. In the army he some- 
times made his breakfast on cucumbers 
and coffee, to the astonishmerit of his 
staff. Of meat he ate sparingly and 
only when done thoroughly. A rare 
steak was an abomination. Grant cared 
nothing for game; he never hunted. He 
would not touch poultry, saying he “nev- 
er could eat anything that goes on two 
legs.” He was fond of fruit, eating it 
slowly. At public dinners he let courses 
pass untouched. : 

No intoxicating Nquor was served at 
Grant's table in private or public life, 
in peace or in war, save only at the 
formal state dinners in the White 
House. During the war the Generali 


never had anything but coffee, tea and 
water on the mess table, and never of- 
fered liquor to visitors. 

At the beginning of the war St. Louis 
supplied the information on which the 
reports of Grarit’s dissipation were sent 
over the country.

Grand juries found many indict- 
ments, Trials and convictions followed. 
A relative of Mrs. Grant wrote 4 long 
letter to the President telling him vf 
the boasts that were being made that 
he would not let the indicted and con- 
victed suffer. This letter is in the Bixby 
collection with Grant's indorsement, ‘“‘Let 
no guilty man escape.”’ 

Throughout the summer of 1876 the in- 
vestigation went on. Indicted distillers, 
gaugers and storekeepers broke down 
and confessed. They implicated higher 
jofficials—Supervisors, Collectors of Inter- 
nal Revenue, special agents and Treas- 
ury officials at Washington. Day by 
day ‘‘the great whisky ring’’ was the 
leading news feature In the papers. Ureg- 
ent pressure was brought to bear on the 
President to retire from the Cabinet 
Secretary of the Treasury Bristow, who 
was pushing the prosecutions. In August 
an examination of telegraph files in 
Washington and 8t. Louis showed that 
messages had passed between the Pres- 
ident’s private secretary, Gen. E. O. 
Babcock, and the ring. Babcock was in- 
dicted. So great was the President's 
confidence.in his secretary that he re- 
fused to believe him guilty of complici- 
ty in the conspiracy and suspected that 
the action of Secretary Bristow was 
prompted by a desire to smirch the ad- 
ministration for political effect. Gen. 
Bristow was said to have presidentia! 
aspirations. On the Uth of September 
Grant came to St. Louls and remained 
four days. The next month he sent an 
order “‘to close out all his personal prop- 
erty, and rent or lease out the farm and 
give possession upon perfecting the 
lease.” This was done. Grant gave up 
his plan to retire to White Haven, and 
made his home in the East.

SUPPLIES STORED AT PORTS 


Cotton, Wool, Copper and 
Wheat Cargoes for Interned 
Ships When Released. 


CHICAGO, Dec, 11.—Germany is mak- 
ing great purchases of copper, cotton, 
wool, lard, wheat, farm machinery and 
other products in the markets of the 
United States, according to: information 
received from fnany sources. 


The products are being bought subject 
to delivery in Germany ‘60 days after 
the war ends,” or ‘‘on order,” and will 
be paid for, it is believed, out of credit 
es...blished by the sale in this counfry 
of about $100, 000,000 worth of the German 
war loan bonds. 

With the exception of purchases of 


housed in close proximity to Atlantic 
ports, in which scores of interned Ger- 
man merchantmen are swinging at an- 
chor. 

In farm machinery circies there is an 
unauthenticated report that an order 
of small tractor engines, built for farm 
work, had been delivered actually on 
shipboard at Newport News and is now 
in the ‘hold of the boat awaiting trans- 
mission. 

Purchases Secretly Made. 


utmost secrecy by agents of the imperial 
Government. Negotiations. have been 
carried on under various guises. Much 
of the products has been bought ‘on 
margin,’’ which would involve big bank- 
ing loans. 

Summed up briefly the purchasing op- 
erations of the secret agents so far are 
reported to have been as follows: 

COPPER—Approximately 5,000,000 
pounds, largely of electrolytic cop- 
per, have been bought on a 4cent 
margin, with the agreement to keep 
this margin under the market. Much 

_ of this has been bought around 138% 
to 19 cents. All of it is for delivery 
in Germany ‘60 days after the end of 
the war.”’ 

COTTON—Best .information is that 
600,000 bales of this staple has been 
bought in the South, most of it in the 
vicinity of New, Orleans. 

Wool Purchases Equal Cotton. 

WOOL—Estimates vary greatly as 
to the number of pounds of wool 
thi.t have been warehoused. Upera- 
tions in that direction, however, are 
said not to have been as heavy as 
the “plunge” made in the cotton 
market 

LARD—Buying operations in lard 
have centered around Chicago for 
some time. Purchases have been 
made with caution until recently, 
when they became mors or less 
open. 

WHEAT—Purchases, while believed 
to run into the millions of bushels, 
are of uncertain extent. The opera- 
tions are on a cash basis. Grain 
transactions, as well as those in pro- 
visions, are being carried on 
through a large brokerage concern 
having Chicago and New York con- 
nections. ‘‘On sentiment’’ wheat has 
advanced 14 cents a bushel within the 
last ‘Seven days. Large purchases of 
corn also are reported. 

FARM MACHINERY.—Buying of 
farm machinery started in a small 
way about six months ago and has 
been gradually enlarged. it has been 
confined almost exclusively to small 
plants, particularly those making 
tractor engines of a size suitable for 
farm work. In some instances the 
entire output of plants has been 
contracted for. Large quantities of 
fa:f machines, as well as machine * 
parts, havo been shipped from the 

‘ vicinity of Chicago and are now 
housed at the Eastern seaboard. 

Much Other Preduce, 

Besides the purchases enumerated, 

large quantities of other products which 
will be necéssary in the rehabilitation 
of war-racked Germany at the end of 
the destructive conflict have been 
bought and placed in warehouses pend- 
ing thipment orders. In the long list 
of products are many essential to man- 
ufacturers, and from which Germany 
has been cut off since the entente al- 
lies blockaded the seas. 
A prominent German bancer, who has 
been close to the affairs of the father- 
land since the beginning of the war and 
has assisted in the handling of the Ger- 
man war loans, when asked for verifi- 
cation of tnis information, said: 
“Tt ip a good ousiness proposition, 
ien’t it: 
When pressed for details regarding the 
extent of the buying, he declined to 
talk other than to say that * ‘purchases 
of copper ran closer to 60,000,000 pounds 
than 200,000,000 pounds.” 

Asked regarding the purchase of cot- 

wool and farm machinery, the 
banker replied that “Germany isn't over- 
looking any bargains” and ‘“‘the future 
must be taken care of." He said he 
had “heard” of purchases of lard, but 
knew nothing of the buying of farm 
machinery “except quite & bit which 
was purchased about six months ago." 
Credit From Big Loan, 

‘How can Germany pay for the prod- 

ucts she buys here?” he was dsked. 

“Germany's credit isn't exhausted in 

the United States,"’ he answered. “You 
must remember that the loans she-has 
made here in the last year alone amount 


to approximately $100,000,000.""

“Although I was a member of a machine gun crew, 1! 
wish to explain that I was not a machine gunner. I had 
enough of that experience in the Mexican and Central 
American revolutions. I wanted to see this European 
war and my job was that of observer. A machine gunner 
can see nothing except immediately in front of his gun, 
while an observer, with his instruments, has a wide field 
of vision before him at all times. 

“I had my first actual trench fighting at St. Eloi, famous 
afterwards as one of. the hardest “places on the 
British. life. The Germans were attacking furi- 
ously when we took our places in the trenches. 
Here at St. Eloi, where I first threw myself into 
the thick of the great European war, was the 
celebrated mound, known as the ‘Mound of 
Death.’ This mound rose to a height of 75 feet 

out of-a level plain, and appeared to have been 


streets yilt of refuse from an old brickyard. 


“Our guns were placed to the fight and left of it, 

while the hillock itself was occupied by our sharp 

shooters, who picked off the Germans in their trenches 

75 yards away. I spent a month here, being relieved 
every eight days for six days’ rest at West Outre. 

“l had just returned to West Outre for my rest period 
some time early in February, when the roar of an intense 
bombardment was heard in the direction of our trencheé 
We were ordered to stand by. On a Saturday night wora 
reached us that the Germans had captured the trenches 
I had been occupying at St. Elci. We were given orders 
to return to the front with all haste. On our way we 
passed through Vermicelle, where everything was in the 
wildest confusion ‘Ye ere told that the brigade which 
held the mound and 


= 


into the same nest of name 
guns. 

“Do not forget ‘that, all - -ot 
this was in the night. -Be- 
fore wé had time to realize 
the situation we found our- 
selves in the midst of a 
desperate -hand-to-hand fight 
{nm the streets of St. Eloi. 
Our machine guns had. been 
trained: on the mound, and 
sprayed it continuously with 
bullets to keep the German 
machine gunners silent. . Our 
brigade rushed the streets of 
St.. Eloi,. driving the Ger- 
mans in front of us. The 
town was illuminated by cal- 
cium light bombs, which 
enabled us to keep everlast- 
ingly upon the heels of the foe. 

“The streets in other parts of the town were raked 
with our deadly artillery fire. Wherever the Germans 
were caught in the open streets they were annihilated. 
In places we found their bodies lying three or four deep. 
The: bodies of the dead Germans were used by each side 
as barricades from which to fight. We succeeded in driv- 
ing the enemy out of St. Eloi, and they left thousands of 
their dead on the streets. 

“It should be understood that a soldier in battle knows 
only what is happening in his immediate neighborhood. 
When a battlefield stretches over miles of front, the indi- 
vidual knows what is going on over a few hundred yards 
only. I know that the losses were heavy on both sides 
in the battle of St. Eloi, but I have no idea how many 
men were killed and wounded. 

“Aftor the: battle I went back to Vermicelle for an- 
other rest. : 


“My work was of a routine nature until the latter part 
of February. I would do my turn in the trenches, and 
then-take a few days off to recuperate. Our Princess 
Patricia regiment had suffered heavily by a German 
sap, which had been driven so near to our lines that our 
artillery could not reach it- It was a zigzag trench ftom 
which the enemy showered hand grenades upon us. We 


-had no hand grenades to counter with and consequently 


it was decided that we should bave to capture and de- 
stroy the sap. Under eover of a machine gun fire, our 
men: crept out of their- own trenches, at night, and fell 
upon the surprised Germans. Every German, about forty 
in all, was killed, as they refused to surrender. 


“A few days later I made my last visit to these 
trenches. As I was taking my leave my Colonel, a brave 
man named Farquahar, was shot in the stomach. He died 
an hour later. From St. Eloi I went to Poperhinge in 
Belgium for 10 days, while our forces were being reorgan- 
ized. This was early in March, and it was the first rea! 
rest I had had since I reached the front, about the mid- 
die of December. I had seen a lot of war in a little over 
two months,.and notwithstanding the hardships, I had 
enjoyed every hour of it. . My position was different 
from that of most of my comrades: They were fighting

“I next proceeded, in early March, to Ypres— 
bloody Ypres, where the Germans were soon to 
hurl the full power of their forces against us in ~~ 
an effort to break through our lines and open the . | 
way t6 Calais. I took my first turn in the 
trenches in the Polygon wood. The. trenches here 
were entirely different from those in the vicinity 
of St. Eloi. Around St. Eloi the trenches were 
entirely in the open, and we could enter and * 
leave them only under cover of darkness. - Here 
they had the protection of the woods, and by 
means of communicating trenches we were able to enter” 
and leave in small parties in the day time. Of course 
large parties, bringing up rations, always worked at’ 
night. : 

“My first experience with the Zeppelins was .at 
Viamertinge, Belgium, three miles.from Ypres. We were 
encamped in huts here, awaiting: our turn in .the 
trenches. Between 11 p. m. and midnight we were dis- 
turbed by an incessant humming, which appéared to be 
high in the air. Word flew through the camp that we 
were about to be attacked by Zeppelins or a fleet of aero- . 
planes. It is not a comfortable feeling to know that a 
heavy bomb may be dropped down upon you, and teat: 
you are not going to have any chance. 
to defend yourself against the unseen 
aerial enemy: 

“Suddenly we heard a terrific ex- 
plosion, which seemed to emanate 
from the very center of our camp. 
From my hut I could see the faint 
outlines of a huge Zeppelin, high in 
the air above our camp. It had 


pounds each, and they had fallen in - 
the middle of our parade ground— 

the only spot for miles around where 

they could have done no damage. Not 

a soul was hurt. 

“IT had always contended that. a Zep- 
pelin was blind, and was therefore 
useless for military purposes. This 
experience demonstrated it to my own 
satisfaction. The next morning we 
went out and saw the holes. They 
were 25 feet deep and 35 in diameter. 

“On my next visit to the trenches, I 
was to see the effects of the German 
17-inch guns, ‘with which|the enemy 
opened the bombardment for the sec- 
ond great battle of Ypres. 

“For three days. they kept up a- 
bombardment .with these _ terrible 
weapons. . With . Qnfailing regularity 
an 1800-pound shell would be hurled 
into the town every 15 minutes. Four- 
story buildings, struck by these big 
shells, crumpled into ruins like houses 
of cards: The shell explosions tore 
holes 40 feet deep and 50 feet in 
diameter. Duting the three days’ 
bombardment our barracks were 
destroyed, and it was decided -that 
we should be removed to the field, - 
preparatory to going into the

trenches. Here is where I-was to see hell turned | ose 
with all of its fury. As we started across the field, the 
heavy guns on both sides opened up. The British guns 
were fired in batteries of four, as rapidly as the gunners 
could load and unload. The noise was terrific. I had 
never heard anything like it. We could hear the

“In the din and the roar, with shells bursting above us

HEN St. Louis was being flooded with 
counterfeit $5 bills, several months 
ago, @ young man about 24 years old 
walked into the office of the United 
State District Attorney in the Fed- 
eral building at Eighth and Olive 

* Streets and told officials that he 

wanted to make a confession. He said that he and a 
former engraver in the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington were living in a houseboat near 
Carondelet; that his companion had been engaged in 
manufacturing the bogus banknotes and that he (the 
informant) had been circulating them throughout the 
city. _He had become conscience-stricken, he declared, 
and had decided to tell the whole story and take his 
punishment. His tale was thoroughly plausible and 
was told with a wealth of detail that convinced his hear- 
ers that he was telling the truth. : 

After the narrative was compléted the young man’s 
face took om a look of agony. He clasped his hands 
to his stomach and writhed as if in great pain. He ex- 
plained that he was subject to cramps and the officials 
had him removed to a city dispensary, still apparently 
undergoing intense suffering. Physicians there admin- 
istered several injections of morphine and the patient 
rapidly recovered. 

When the drug had thoroughly permeated his system, 
the man’s whole demeanor changed. He seemed to be 
ecstatically happy. Then he made another confession. 
more startling than the first. He said that for six 
years he had been a morphine addict, that since the 
stringent Harrison law had gone into effect he had 
been unable to obtain a supply and that the entire 
story he had told the Federal officials was a pure fab- 
rication, invented in a last desperate effort to obtain 
a “shot” of that which his body craved with such an in- 
tensity that all scruples were swept aside. 

This is but one illustration of the lengths to which 
drug addicts have gone, of the lies they have told, 
tricks they have attempted and subterfuges they have 
planned to get ‘heir “dope” since the new drug law be- 
came effective, :
